A ffecting m ore than 100 Vil­ 
lagers who have loyally given 
their tim e to m anning the local 
ground observation post, a sharp 
change w ill be m ade in the a ir­ 
craft w arning service on Octo­ 
ber 16, a week from tom orrow. 
A t 6 p. m., on that date, the 
observation posts and filter cen­ 
ters w ill be m aintained only on 
an “alert” basis, that is, subject to 
call in event of an emergency. 


ANNOUNCED BY FDR 


R em oval of aircraft spotters 
from a 24-hour basis was announ­ 
ced M onday by President Roose­ 
velt in W ashington. The presi­ 
dent said th at th e w ar departm ent 
is assum ing the risk of a sm all 
scale raid to release some of the 
spotters for essential work. He 
w arned, how ever, that the pub­ 
lic m ust not be led to assum e 
that the need for civilian defense 
w ork is a t an end. 
Statem ents w ere also issued by 
Gen. H. H. Arnold, com m anding 
general of the arm y air forces, 
and Brig. Gen. Edward M. M or­ 
ris of th e Fourth Fighter Com­ 
mand.

Suits Filed Against 18 
Indians, 266 Individuals 
To Clear Up Situation 


U. S. Attorney General’s Chief Aide 


Here to Explain to Tribe; Reviews 


History, Cites Federal Contentions 


In a drastic move, designed to clear up the 
tangled and tenure situation on the reservation of 
the Agua Caliente band of Mission Indians in Palm 
Springs, suit was filed by the government in Los 
Angeles federal court this week against 18 Indians 
and 266 tenants of Indian land. 


The suit seeks to clear the title 9 
to all Indian lands here, to ob­ 
tain an accounting of all rentals 
collected by individuals, and to 
evict those unlaw fully in posses­ 
sion of Indian land. 


REVIEWS HISTORY 


The suit will also seek a court 
order to im pound all m oneys col­ 
lected here after in the Indian of­ 
fice pending settlem ent of the 
suit.

He cited long controversy and 
confusion over the land situation 
and declared the justice d ep art­ 
m ent deemed the only w ay to end 
the tangle was via th e federal 
courts.

Complete Statement on Indian Land 


Tenure Situation as Presented Local 


Group by Assistant Attorney General 


The complete statement of Norman Liltell. assistant attorney 
general of the United States before the tribal meeting of the Agua 
Caliente band of Mission Indians here last Sunday on the tangled 
land tenure situation follows: 


“It is now weU known to all¿ 
members of the tribe that there 
have been serious differences of 
opinion and considerable confu­ 
sion of claims as to interests in 
the lands of the tribe at Palm 
Springs. 
Over a period of years 
there have been unsuccessful ef­ 
forts to settle in a just manner 
the rights and privileges of in­ 
dividual members 
of the tribe, 
but these efforts have not as yet 
been successful although review­ 
ed in the Courts of the United 
States and settled in three sepa­ 
rate cases. I, and members of my 
legal staff have 
made 
an ex­ 
haustive study of the land hold­ 
ings in the Reservation, and I 
think it would be helpful to your 
understanding if I reviewed brief­ 
ly the history 
of 
this m atter 
which has given rise to the pres­ 
ent state of confusion. 
RECITES HISTORY 
Your Reservation has been set 
aside to you by the Government 


voke the Agreement by a resolu­ 
tion dated December, 1939. I will 
not endeavor to discuss further 
the 
attempted 
assignment 
of 
1939; this 
was 
just one more 
chapter in the Government’s ef­ 
fort to reach a solution as to the 
use or division 
of

dians. 


TODAY'S SITUATION 


“In showing you the facts as 
we find them to exist today, I 
must emphasize 
what 
most of 
you know, that the United States 
Government in issuing a patent 
for your 
reservation 
lands, re­ 
served the fee 
simple 
title in 
trust for the benefit and use of 
the tribe. 
This trust is for the 
whole tribe and no individual 
members of the tribe can secure 
valid interests in the land w ith­ 
out the approval of the United 
States. 
“Nevertheless, 
great inequal- 
commencing with 
the 
original ¡ties have grown up as a result of 
area of approximately 3840 acres ¡the failure to arrive at voluntary 
in 1896 when the reservation was ¡agreements regarding the use of

of sixty-one mem-

members, however, were dissat­

Neither of 
these divisions of the tribal lands 
were approved by the Secretary 
of the Interior and never became 
final. 
LANDS TAKEN OVER 
“In the 
meantime, 
however, 
many individual 
Indians acted 
upon the basis of these attem pted 
allotments, took possession of the 
lands, and in many cases devel­ 
oped and 
improved 
them and 
there are instances in which some 
of the more powerful ones ac­ 
quired holdings many times any 
proportion 
which 
might 
have 
been justly allotted to them as 
individuals. 
“In the early days strong-arm 
methods were 
used 
to acquire 
tracts, particularly in Section 14. 
The results of these methods en­ 
dure today. 
“As a result of these factors we 
arrive at a state today in which 
there are gross and obvious in­ 
equalities in the usage of lands 
and in the distribution of income 
from those lands. 
“Aside from the attem pted al­ 
lotments of 1923 and 1927 in 1939 
an Agreement was reached pro­ 
viding for the assignment to in­ 
dividual members of the tribe of 
certain portions 
of 
the tribal 
lands. This Agreement, by a vote 
of 24 out of 26 adults of the tribe 
was approved and the Agreement 
was approved by the Secretary 
of the 
Interior. 
However, 
the 
tribe thereafter attempted to re- 


income should go, amounts to ap 
proximately 
$13,300.00 
a year. 
There are over 266 occupants or 
tenants of tribal lands who pay 
no 
rental 
whatsoever 
to 
the 
tribe. There are only 88 tenants 
actually paying 
ground rent to 
the tribe at

time, in the

CITES LARGE SUMS 


“One occupant who occupies or 
leases many tracts of tribal land 
has an estimated income of $25,­ 
000.00 
a year 
without 
paying 
ground rental to the tribe. 
An­ 
other has an estimated income in 
rentals of $32,000.00, another $26,­ 
000.00, another $24,000.00 — all 
without paying ground rental to 
the tribe. 
In contrast to these 
and others receiving substantial 
incomes, there are members of 
the tribe who 
get 
no income 
whatever from the tribal rents, 
except for the per capita allow­ 
ance of $150.00 per year which all 
tribal members reoeive includ­ 
ing the large income group. 
“Certain holders 
of large in­ 
terests have endeavored to per­ 
fect title in themselves claiming 
that the attempted allotments of 
1923 and 1927 were valid and en­ 
forceable allotments. In the case 
of the U. S. vs. St. Marie, de­ 
cided in July 1938 and in the 
case of the U. S. vs. Lee Arenas, 
the present occupant of one of 
the largest holdings on the reser­ 
vation, decided on June 30, 1943, 
the United States District Court 
judges 
and 
the 
judges of the 
United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the 
Ninth 
Circuit 
clearly and consistently held that 
the allotments of 1923 and 1927 
were never effective and no in­ 
dividual rights were created. As 
recently as last 
week, on Sep­ 
tember 20, 1943, in the case of the 
U. S. vs. Amelia 
Courtemanche, 
the District Court 
again 
held 
that no one could acquire a valid 
lease of tribal lands without the 
approval of the Tribal Commit­ 
tee and the Superintendent rep 
resenting the Office of Indian Af­ 
fairs. 
It is settled 
beyond 
all 
shadow of a doubt that the lands 
are tribal lands, that no individ­ 
ual can acquire valid title and 
that no lease or other agreement 
by which any individual under­ 
takes to give the right of pos­ 
session to any tribal land has any 
force, effect or validity. 


START LEGAL ACTION 


“Under the circumstances it is 
quite impossible for the Govern­ 
ment, in discharge of its duties 
as trustee for the tribe, to toler 
ate a situation so filled with pat 
ent inequities. 
Experience 
has 
shown that it 
is 
impossible to 
correct the situation by volun 
tary agreement. 
It is therefore 
incumbent upon us to act and to 
do so 
immediately.

“The only possible method of 
remedying the situation which I 
have described is to bring legal 
proceedings to confirm the title 
of all lands in the tribe, to seek 
damages 
for 
failure

ground rental to the tribe in the 
past and to evict those wrong­ 
fully in possession of tribal lands. 
“Complaints 
to 
accomplish 
these ends 
have 
already been 
prepared and will be immediate­ 
ly filed. 
It is not, however, the 
object of 
the 
Government 
to 
cause any undue hardship to any 
individual and opportunity will 
be given any person, desiring to 
do so, to make equitable ar­ 
rangements through 
the Indian 
office, by which the rights of the 
Government and 
of 
the tribe 
shall be recognized without hard­ 
ship to the individual. It is fully 
appreciated 
that 
improvements 
have been made to many proper­ 
ties in expectation of the approv­ 
al of the 
proposed 
allotments. 
Present occupants who apply for 
permits to continue the use of In­ 
dian lands on payment of proper 
ground rental 
as 
tribal funds 
though the Indian Agency, will 
be given fair and equitable con­ 
sideration and if proper agree­ 
ments are reached with the In­ 
dian Agency, such parties will be 
dismissed from the law suits. 
In the case of any individuals 
who do not recognize the tribal 
ownership of land, by applying 
in this manner for rental permits, 
it will be necessary for the Gov­ 
ernment to proceed and press the 
case to final judgment. 
“A total of eighteen separate 
cases have been 
prepared, in­ 
cluding twenty-one Indians and 
266 occupants or 
tenants who 
have occupied 
or 
leased lands 
without the 
payment of ground 
rental to the tribe.”

upon our enemies, and we must 
at once bring to bear every ounce 
of offensive power of which this 
nation is capable. 


ASSUMING RISK 


“The War Department is as- 
summing the calculated risk that 
the small-scale air attack of which 
the enemy is now strategically 
capable may meet with some 
measure of success. This course 
is justified because manpower 
and facilities are thereby releas­ 
ed that will contribute directly or 
indirectly to offensive action— 
manpower and facilities that may 
bring the war's end months closer. 
“Ever since Pearl Harbor, the 
volunteers of the aircraft warning 
service have done a magnificent 
job in the finest tradition of the 
Army Air Forces, and that job 
is by no means finished. The War 
Department 
proposes 
that the 
Army Air Forces shall maintain 
the Ground Observer Corps and 
the Aircraft Warning Corps as 
trained organizations which can 
be fully alerted in the event of 
imminent attack. Meanwhile, the 
part-time operation of observation 
posts and filter centers will re­ 
lease additional military person­ 
nel, ease the burden on vital com­ 
munications facilities, and permit 
hundreds of thousands of mem­ 
bers of the Corps to undertake 
other important wartime respon­ 
sibilities in 
addition 
to 
their 
duties as members of the aircraft 
warning service. 


EXPRESSES THANKS 


‘ I want to express my personal

New Make-up System Is Pul in Effect 


At P. S. H. S. and Is Strictly Enforced 


Any attem pts on the part of the students to escape the daily 
m ake-up period at P. S. H. S. this year, if they have such obligations 
to liquidate, w ill be next to impossible. A new system for checking 
up on absentees has been inaugurated, and already it is proving to 
be ironclad. 


The 
m ake-up 
class 
is 
held 
during 8th period from 3:05 to 
3:30. The purpose of this class is 
to allow students opportunities 
to m ake up class tim e lost w ith­ 
out good excuse in an environ­ 
m ent conductive to good study. 
T he office issues one m ake-up 
period for each unexcused tard i­ 
ness and for each period of un­ 
excused absence. Failure to a t­ 
tend 8th period on a given day 
results in a penalty of one addi­ 
tional m ake-up period. 
If a student has six o r more 
m ake-ups, he m ust attend 8th 
period regularly and no excuses 
w ill be accepted. P enalties can be 
effaced 
before 
school, 
during 
lunch hour, or after school. If 
tim e is not m ade up each day by 
a student having 6 or m ore “m ake 
ups” charged against him , he is 
liable to suspension. 
M ake-up classes so far, have 
been small. This new system re ­ 
duces the total of m ake-up per­ 
iods, thereby preventing students 
from having a large num ber of 
penalties at the close of a m arking 
period. 
Coach W ood G lover supervises 
the “eighth period” class. He also 
checks on any delinquencies d u r­ 
ing the first period of each day. 
W hen asked today how students 
w ere responding to the new re ­ 
quirem ents, 
he said, 
“Students 
have been very cooperative. They 
seem to understand how the sys­ 
tem is to be adm inistered, and are 
m aking com m endable efforts to 
help in the reduction of unneces­ 
sary absence and trdiness.”

lands for th eir own, have collec­ 
ted and kept all moneys. In one 
or two cases, he said, the land was 
acquired by force of arms. 
L ittell declared th a t of 61 m em ­ 
bers of the tribe, 21 occupy tribal 
lands w hich they lease to others, 
receiving all income as though 
the land w ere their own. W ith the 
developm ent of Palm 
Springs, 
these properties becam e v ery val­ 
uable. The estim ated rentals, in­ 
cluding rentals for Im provem ents, 
aggregate $164,400 a year, he 
charged, w hereas the only moneys 
paid to the Indian office am ount­ 
ed to $13,300 per annum . There 
are 226 individuals renting these 
properties. 


INCOMES HIGH 


O ne of the individual Indians 
who lease lands is receiving an 
incom e of $25,000 annually, an­ 
other $32,000 annually, a third, 
$26,000. In contrast to this, th e as­ 
sistant 
attorney 
general 
said, 
there are m em bers of the tribe 
who get no income at all except 
the $150 per capita annual allow ­ 
ance which all Indians get in­ 
cluding the large income group. 
It is quite im possible fo r the 
governm ent, in discharge of its 
duties to the tribe, to tolerate a 
situation so filled w ith inequali­ 
ties said Mr. L ittell. Experience 
has show n th a t the situation can­ 
not be corrected by voluntary 
agreem ent. 


GROWING WORSE 


Because each year the situation 
becomes m ore involved an d be­ 
cause the only solution seem s a 
far-reaching and final court deci­ 
sion, the suits w ere filed, he de­ 
clared. 
A gents for the justice d ep art­ 
m ent have been collecting data 
on the situation and on rentals 
for some tim e preparatory to the 
suits.
